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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record neither shows nor suggests the claimed location of a compressive stress modification 
layer. Although Freitag et al (US PAP No. 20050180057 Al) show seed layers 224, 226 and 228 
under AP-pinned layer structure 212, the prior art of record provides no motivation for a person 
of ordinary skill in the art to take the antiferromagnetic PtMn pinning layer 223 out of contact 
with either seed layer 224 or AP-pinned layer structure 212 by inserting a compressive stress 
modification layer between the seed layer and the AP-pinned layer structure 212.
